constitution. 
Huchanan

tempted the reverse, attempted to fit 
human rights to and limit them by 
the constitution. Jt was Kuchanan 
who treated the courts a.s a fetish, 
•who protested against and condemned 
all criticism of the judges for uujust 
and unrighteous decisions and upheld 
the constitution as an Instrument for 
the protection of privilege and of vest- 
ed wrong. 
Jt was Lincoln who ap- 


pealed to the people against the Judges 
when the Judges went wiong, who ad- 
vocated and secured what was prac- 
tically tho recall of the Dred Scott de- 
cision and who treated the constitu- 
tion as a Ihlug force for righteous- 
ness. We stand for applying the con- 
stitution to thl- Issues of today as Lin- 
coln applied It to tho Issues of his day. 
.Lincoln, mind you. and not Ituclmnau. 
was the real upholder and pic-server 
of the constitution, for the true pro- 
gressive, the progressive of the Lin- 
coln stamp, Is the only true constitu- 
tionalist, the only real conservative.

An independent aud upright judiciary 


whi'-ii fc.irlessly stands for the right, 
even against popular clamor, but which 
also understands and sympathizes with 
popular needs, is a great asset of popu- 
lar government. There Is no public 
•servant and no private man whom I 
plH'-e above a judge of the .best typo 
and very few whom I rank beside him. 
1 believe In the cumulative value of tho 
law and in its value as an impersonal, 
(Ksinteiested basis of control. 
I be- 


lievp in the necessity for the courts' 
interpretation of the law ns law with- 
out the power to change the law or to 
substitute some other thins than law 
for it. But I agree with every great 
jurist, from Marshall downward, when 
I say that every judge is bound to con- 
sider two separate elements in his de- 
cision of a case, one the terms of tho 
law uud tlu^other the conditions of ac- 
tual life to which the law Is to be ap- 
plied. 
Only by taking both of these 


elements into account Is it possible to 
apply the law as its spirit and intent 
demand that it be applied. Both law 
and life are to be considered in order 
that the law and the constitution shall 
become. In John Marshall's words. *'a 
living instrument and not a dead let-x 


Justice between man nnd man. be- 


tween the state and Its citizens. Is a 
living thing, whereas legalistic justice 
Is a dead thivg. Moreover, never for- 
get that the judge is just as much the 
servant of the people as any other 
official. 
Of course he must act con- 


scientiously. So must every other offi- 
cial, no must not do anything wrong 
because there Is popular clamor for It 
any more than under similar circum- 
stances a governor or a legislator or a 
public utilities commissioner should do 
wrong. 
Each must follow his con- 


science, even though to do so costs 
him his place. But In their turn the 
people must follow their conscience. 
oa<J when they have definitely decided 
on n given policy they must have pub- 
lic servants who will carry out that 
policy. 


Impeachment a Failure. 


• Keep clearly in mind the distinction 
between the end and the means to at- 
tain that end. Our aim is to get the 
type of judge that I have described, to 
keep him on the bench ns long ns pos- 
sible aud to keep off the bench and, if 
necessary, take off tbe bench the 


tyre o' judge. 
Under the con- 


ditions set forth iu the extract from 
the letter given above I would per- 
sonally have favored the recall of the 
judges both in California and In Mis- 
souri, for no damage that could have 
been done by the recall would have 
equaled the damage done to the com- 
munity by judges whose conduct had 
revolted not only the spirit of justice, 
but the spirit of common sense. I do 
not believe In adopting the recall snve 
as a last resort, when it has become 
clearly evident that no other course 
will achieve the desired result. 
But 


either the recall will have to be adopt- 
ed or else it will have to be made 
m:ich easier than it now is to get rid 
not merely of a bad judge, but of 
judge who, however virtuous, has 
grown so out of touch with social 
needs and facts that he Is unfit longer 
to render good service on the bench. 
It Is nonsense to say that Impeach- 
ment meets the difficulty. 
Iu actual 


practice we have found that Impeach- 
ment does not work: that unfit judges 
stay on the bench In spite of it. Im- 
peachment as a remedy for the ills of 
which the people justly complain Is n 
complete failure. A quicker, a more 
summary, remedy Is needed. 


But there Is one kind of recall In 


which I very earnestly believe nnd tho 
immediate adoption of which I urge. 
There are sound reasons for being cnu 
tious about the recall of a good Judge 
who has rendered an unwise nnd im 
proper decision. Every public servant, 
no matter how valuable, nnd not omit- 
ting Washington or Lincoln or Mar- 
shall, at times makes mistakes; there- 
fore we should be cautious about re- 
calling the Judge, and we should bo 
caution* about interfering in any way 
with the judge In decisions which ho 
makes In the ordinary course as be- 
tween individuals. But when a Judge 
decides n constitutional question, when 
he decide*; what the people as a whole- 
can or cannot do, the people should 
have the right to recall that decision 
if they think it wrong. \Vo should hol-1 
the judiciary In all respect, but It is 
both absurd and degrading to make a 
fetish of n Judge or of any one else. 
Abraham Lincoln said In his first inau- 
gural: "If the policy of the government 
upon vital fiues-tlons^affectinc the whole 
people Is to be Irrevocably fixed by do 
cisions of the supreme court * * * 
the people will have ceased to be their 
own rulers, having to that extent prac- 
tically resigned their government into 
the hands of that eminent tribunal,

popular government and if they should 
of right be the servants and not the 
masters of the men whom they them- 
selves put in office, then Lincoln's work 
was wasted and the whole system of 
government upon which this great 
democratic republic rests Is a failure. 
I belicve, on the contrary, with all my 
heart that the American people are fit 
for complete self government and that 
in spite of all our failings and short- 
comings we of this republic have more 
nearly realized than nny other people 
on earth the Ideal of justice attained 
through genuine popular rule. If the 
courts have the fiua! say so on all leg- 
islative acts and if no appeal can lie 
from them to the people, then they are 
the Irresponsible masters of the people. 


The only tenable excuse for such a 


position is the frank avowal that tho 
people lack sufficient Intelligence and 
morality to be fit to govern themselves. 
In other words, tho«e who take this 
position hold that the people havo 
enough intelligence to frame and adopt 
n constitution, but not enough intelli- 
gence to apply nnd interpret the con- 
stitution which they have themselves 
made. 


I do not say that the people ore In- 


fallible, but I do say that our whole 
history shows that the American peo- 
ple are more often sound in their de- 
cisions than is the case with any of 
the governmental bodies to which, for 
their convenience, they have delegat- 
ed portions of their power. 


Just as the people and not the su- 


preme court under Chief Justice Taney 
were wise in their decisions of the vi- 
ral questions of their day, so I hold 
'.bat now the American people as a 
whole have shown t'icmselves wiser 
than the courts in the way they have 
approached and dealt, with such vital
